THE  CORPORATION  OF  THE  DISTRICT 
OF  NORTH  COWICHAN 


By-law  No.  447 


A  By-law  for  the  Extension  of  Khenipsen  Road, 
a  Public  Highway  Within  the  Municipality  of 
North  Cowichan,  and  for  Such  Purpose  to 
Expropriate  Real  Property  in  Sections  Twelve 
(12),  Thirteen  (13),  and  Fourteen  (14), 
Ranges  Four  (4)  and  Five  (5),  Cowichan 
District. 

The  Municipal  Council  of  The  Corporation  of 
the  District  of  North  Cowichan  enacts  as 
follows: — 

1.  For  the  purpose  of  extending  Khenipsen  Road, 
the  parcels  of  real  property  adjacent  thereto,  as 
shown  outlined  in  red  on  a  plan  made  by  Bernard 
White,  British  Columbia  Land  Surveyor,  sworn 
the  7th  day  of  June,  1951  (a  copy  of  which  plan 
is  attached  to  the  by-law  on  file  at  the  municipal 
office),  are  hereby  expropriated  and  shall  be 
entered  upon,  taken,  and  used  by  The  Corporation 
of  the  District  of  North  Cowichan  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid  upon  this  by-law  taking  effect  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  section  58  (242)  of  the 
“  Municipal  Act,”  being  chapter  232,  R.S.B.C.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  jimited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from. 
Bills  which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with 
this  Standing  Order  shall  be  recast  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense  before  any 
Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses.
